1866-1942 


N FEBRUARY 27th one of America’s unique and distinguished philanthropists passed 
away leaving as her monument the Berry schools for mountain boys and girls, 
established in 1902 and Berry College founded in 1926. Widely honored at home and 
abroad Miss Berry was the recipient of numerous honorary degrees, awards, medals, ‘The 
nation and her native state, Georgia, recognized her services by resolutions and gold medals. 
In a nation-wide poll she was voted one of the twelve great women of America. Member 
of the state legislature and of numerous committees of national significance, Dr. Berry’s 
life extended far beyond the boundaries of Mount Berry, Georgia. Her mind and heart 
were universal in philanthropic interests and services. She was elected to the Laureate 
Chapter of Kappa Delta Pi on February 25, 1941.

Delta Omicron assisted in an education 
conference held recently on the campus of 
Central Washington. The theme of the 
conference was “Education During and 
After the War” and was one of five re- 
gional conferences of the National Progres- 
sive Education Association to be held this 
year in the Northwest. Guest speakers were: 
Dr. Roma Gans, Professor of Education, 
Teachers College, Columbia University; 
Dr. Howard Lane, Professor of Elemen- 
tary Education, Northwestern University ; 
Dr. Reinhold Schairer, Director of Edu- 
cational Research, U. S$. Commission on 
Dr. Hilda 
Taba, Professor of Education, University 
of Chicago; and Dr. Ralph W. Tyler, 
Dean, School of Education, University of 
Chicago. 

Dr. Tyler spoke on “The Challenge of 
Educational Experimentation,” and pointed 
out that all social institutions are constantly 
in danger of crystallization in their form 
and structure. “This threat of inflexibility 
creates a tendency to lose usefulness,” he 
said. “We should meet situations as they 
develop, and the need of experimentation is 
to find new forms as needed. The need for 
experimentation in education grows par-

tially from the dangers of complacency. 
The longer an institution endures, the more 
complacent it is apt to become, and a satis- 
faction with the way of doing things adds 


to the dangers of complacency.” 

“Perhaps the improvements to school 
curricula through the continued appraisal 
of experiments is the greatest importance 
of experimental work. The curriculum of a 
school should have particular significance 
to the school and children, and should be 
related directly to the lives of the children. 
... Another important effect of educational 
experimentation is the effect on the experi- 


menter himself. Experimentation builds 
initiative and interest in teachers, and it 
makes them read more; serve on more 
committees; engage in more activities.” 

Answering the question, “What Consti- 
tutes a Good School?” Dr. Gans discussed 
her subject in terms of growth, asserting 
that a good school program cannot remain 
static, and that teachers must grow to guide 
the growth of children. During the course 
of the evening, she said: 

“In a good school there must also be a 
growth in those that supervise and direct, 
because a good school appraises both the 
growth of teachers and students.” 

Delta Omicron held a banquet in honor 
of the visiting educators.

“Glacier Priest.” His subject, “Spotlight 
on Alaska” was of a timely nature as he 
discussed Alaska’s importance in the present 
crisis. 

Father Hubbard is famous for his ex- 
plorations of Alaska, to which he has de- 
voted several years of his life. 

He presented various important ideas 
relative to Alaska as an outpost of our de- 
fense. His lecture was accompanied by mov- 
ing pictures to substantiate his statements. 
Among the points he expatiated upon were 
the following: 

1. The population of Alaska is widely dis- 
persed and there are vast uninhabited areas. 

2. Transportation and communication 
are not complete over the territory, caus- 
ing a direct hindrance to any invading 
enemy. 

3. There are many natural barriers. 

4. The spring should bring a climax to 
the controversy over the fishing beds lo- 
cated between the United States and Japan. 

The proceeds from this well presented 
and most interesting lecture are to be used 
for British children suffering from the 
cruelties of war, thus fulfilling a part of 
Kappa Delta Pi’s humanitarian promises. 


At a professional meeting on February 
5, 1942, the members of EpstLon EpstLon 
chapter enjoyed having the Reverend A. F. 
Shank as speaker of the evening in Row- 
land Hall, Shippensburg State Teachers 
College. 

In the course of his talk he gave, in this 
time of shadows and darkness, encourage- 


ment to those who could see little hope for 
a bright present or a brighter future. He 
inferred that the first certainty which we 
would find in a life full of uncertainties 
was mystery. He chose this as the first 
certainty because it is inevitable that life 
is nearly understandable and sends us on a 
quest if we should know the solutions to 
its ever-present problems. 

The second, and last, certainty which he 
mentioned was that of trouble. But he felt 
that this certainty had an important place 
in the plan of the universe because, for per- 
sons like us, it develops mental power, de- 
velops our own being, makes us think, in- 
creases our appreciation of the finer things 
in life, helps us to conquer ourselves, gives 
us tremendous opportunity to overcome 
ourselves—our worst enemy, and makes 
you open new resources. 

Speaking to a group of future teachers, 
future servers of democratic America, he 
wanted to impress us with the importance 
of our task. He emphasized the facts that 
we must make the young America, which 
we will teach, want to build a firm union of 
world-wide democracy, that as head of a 
classroom we had opportunity to take their 
mature judgments, and that we must soon 
find a more adequate system of character 
education to enable the school to share in 
the task which confronts the nation. 


Brack ALUMNI. June 17, 1941: 
Address by one of the members on the Na- 
tional Program of the Examination of 
Teachers, followed by a general discussion 
of the topic presented. 

The program for the meeting was to 
have consisted in talks by members on 
trends observed by them in the fields of 
education, sociology, economics, political 
science or other fields.
